1. This application has been examined. The claims 2-4, 8-9, 11-13, 17-18, 20-22, 26-27, 
29-31 and 35-37 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter

teach or suggest that a display method, comprising the steps of: to increase the number of the 
plurality of areas the display area is divided into when the size of the said non-image data is 
larger and to decrease the number of the plurality of areas the display area is divided into when 
the size of the said non-image data is smaller, and wherein each pixel of the generated image is 
related to a specific character of the non-image data as claims 2, 4, 9, 11, 13, 18, 20, 22, 27, 29, 
31 and 36.
